deemed persuasive. The terms and expressions are m perfect* clear. To overcome the rejection 
wrth respect .0 "and/or" the expression "a brominatmg agent and/or a chlorinating agent" should 
be changed to ^^mnmL ^M '- ^ -With respect to the other term 

and expression the claims should recite the oxidizing agent and any necessary reaction conditions. 

Claims 1 to 131 are rejected under 35 U S C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rogers I 
or n or Paterson I or ffl or Wolfe, al or Waugh e. al. Ill or Cole or Girard e« al I or II or 
Puzingorhee et al or Bhattacharya or Jolles, of record, for the reasons of record. 

Applicants' arguments have been carefully considered but are not persuasive. The 
references jus. like the claimed process are drawn to the N-halo-gena,,o„ of compounds having a. 
least one N-halogena.ab.e amido or imido mitogen by reac.ing such a compound with a 

t „e clarms. No showing of any unobvious or unexpected results has been forth coming. Note, for 
example, Example 2 of Rogers I and Examp.es 1 and 2 of Paterson 1. Again no showing of any 
unobvious or unexpected results has been forthcoming.
